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Continuation of 11. Applicant traverses the rejection under 35 (JSC 103(a) using Ghisalberti (WO 01/17497) in view of Murad (US 
6,630,163) on the grounds that Ghislaberti is directed towards the treatment of hyperpigmentd skin resulting from impairment in the activity 
of melanocytes, which is not a microcirculartory disorder and is silent in reagrds to treating purpura, rosacea capillaritis, etc. Murad teaches 
fruit extracts for treating almost any dermatological disorder, a list which includes senile purpura, rosacea and hyperpigmented skin. 
Applicant concludes that because of the variety of pathologies or etiologies that can alledgedly be treated, and the incredible claims 
regarding the antioxidant fruit extracts, a skilled worker would recognize that one can agent cannot be credibly treated be used to treat all 
the pathologies and thus would not teach a siklled worker that any particular compound that is normally used to hyperpigmentation could 
also be used for the treatment of microcirculatory skin disorders such as rosacea and purpura. 

These arguments are not found persuasive. As discussed in more detail on page 5 of the Fianl Rejection mailed September 5, 2008, 
hemosiderin is associated with skin micorciruculatory disorders as well. A common feature between the conditions has also been discussed 
beyond the list of skin conditions set forth in the secondary reference. Applicant is also calling into questions the validity of an issued patent 
(Murad '163) and the presented arguments are not sufficient to show that the invalidity of this patent. 
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
